ition. These are the men who do the 
rd work of political campaigns, the men 
who make the house-to-house canvass during 
the ante-election months, who go out into 
the country night after night and address 
political gatherings in the little red district 
school houses and who stand at the polls upon 
election day, and, purely for the love of the 
cause, use their best efforts for the ticket 
until the last ballot is cast and counted. 
The absence of enthusiasm among these 
men and their leaders is bound to have its 
effect.

IN AN INSTANT 


Dreadful Calamity on a Pennsyl- 
vania Railway. 


Two Sections of a Passenger Train 
Crash Together. 


TER PERSONS KILLED AND OVER 
THIRTY INJURED. 


The Carelessness of a Telegraph Operator 
Responsible for the Disaster—Scenes 
Attending the Terrible Catastrophe— 
Perils of Travel on Chicago Street 
Cars—Fell Seven Stories—Record of 
Casualties, 


HARRISBURG, Pa., June 25.—An accident 
happened early this morning on the Pennsy1- 
vania Railroad in South Harrisburg in which 
ten persons lost their lives and thirty were 
more or less seriously injured. Train No. 9, 
due here at 12:10 a. m., was divided into two 
sections. The rear section was behind time, 
and in trying to make up it ran into the first 
section at the Dock street bridge. Several 
cars were telescoped. 

The first section of the train was stopped on 
Dock street tower for orders. When ſt was 
about to start the second section crashed into 
it, wrecking five cars aad the locomotive of 
the second section. Ons car fell on its side 
and the fire department was called out, a ro- 
port being circulated that the wreck was on 
fire. This fortunately proved false. Physi- 
clans and surgeons of the city were aroused, 
and all hurried to the hospital, where the 
wounded and dying were taken as fast as 
recovered from the wreck. The accident oc- 
curred shortly before 1 o’clock,and the work- 
men at the industrial plantin South Harris- 
burg at once responded tothe call for help. 
The passengers were hemmedin the broken 
cars and many were assisted to places of 
safety by those who first reached the scene. 

Col. O. E. McClelland, Superintendent of 
the middle division, and the Pennsylvania 
Ratlroad officials were at once notified and 
the wrecking crews were at work at 8 o’clock 
this morning clearing the tracks which have 
been blockaded since the wreck, 

A CRIMINAL BLUNDER. 

The operator at Steelton is alleged to have 
been responsible forthe accident in having 
given Engineer Kelly of Philadelphia the 
wrong signal. The sharp curve at Dock 
street also made the disaster more serious 
than it would otherwise have been. 

The baggage car next te the engine was the 
only one in the second section wrecked. None 
of the trainmen were hurt. The private car 
of George Westinghouse of Pittsburg was the 
last on the first trainandits weight crushed 
the day coaches ahead of it into kindling 
wood. Nobody in the Westinghouse car was 
burt except the porter and he was but 
slightly injured. > al 

A drenching rain made the work of rescue 
exceedingly diMcult. Owing to the excite- 
ment it is almost impossible to obtain names 
of the dead and injured. The City Hospital 
is full of the injured and their moans and 
cries can be heard a square away. Raymond, 
one of three brothers, horse-dealers of this 
city, is among the dead, Hughey Kelly and 
Harry Neill, the engineer and fireman of the 
second section, are both from Philadelphia. 
They stuck to their posts, the flreman ex- 
plaining after the accident that they had not 
even time to think or jump. It all came sud- 
denly. The mangled bodies were in several 
instances unrecognizable. One car had to 
be jacked up to recover the body of a woman 
whose head was crushed to a shapeless mass. 
The clothing was torn from the body. The 
best information obtainable is that ten per- 
sons were killed and about thirty injurea,

The — ne of the second section 
telescoped several of the cars of the first 
section. A crowd soon gathered and an am- 
bulance carried the wounded to the City 
Hospital, numbering up to this time seventy 
men, women and children.

Lying in a cot in one of the side rooms down 
stairs is the badly hacked up body of Fred 
Colburg of Brooklyn. Colburgisa big, heavy- 
set man and his matted beard and stained 
shirt give ample evidence of the serious na- 
ture ofthe injuries he has sustained. His 
leg is broken and his face badly cut. His 
chances are against recovery. 

Prof. G. R. Smith of the Normal School of 
Baltimore, Md., had his left le Hut off at the 
thigh and sustained a fracture of the left 
shoulder-joint. The physicians look on his 
recovery with considerable doubt. W. B. 
Parsons, aged agout 35, am engineer residing 
at New York, is suffering from a severe con- 
tusion about the head and wrist, but will 
recover. 

A remarkable feature of the wreck is that 
not a train hand was seriously hurt. The 
brakeman of the first section who went back 
one hundred yards to signal the looked for 
second section had just returned to his train 
when the section came round — curve.

THRILLING EXPERIENCES. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 25.—When the first 
section of the wrecked train arrived here 
there were many of the injured passengers 
on board. They all pronounced it one of the 
most terrible wrecks they had ever seen. 
Many told startling stories. 

F. W. Heaney of Chicago, who is a com- 
mercial traveler, had his left hand badly 
crushed trying to rescue a man. He said: 
was in the smoker when the wreck came. 
We were all thrown out of our seats and 
stunned for a moment. Right ahead of me 
was a man whol believe was a foreigner. 
A double seat caught him and the heavy 
stove fell on him also, breaking his legs. In 
trying to push off the stove it caught my 
hand. Wden I got out Isaw a woman taken 
from the parlor car with her head crushed 
horribiy. Other dead and, injured were on 
every hand, I had been in wrecks before, 
but never saw 80 much damage in so short a 
time

»The scene was frightful,’’ said he. I 
never heard such agonizing shrieks in my 
life as came from the second car, which was 
telescoped. It was,completely broken, and 
not a single person escaped injury. 

John Wheelman of Brooklyn was on the 
train, and said:

Suddenly 
there was an awful crash, and before we 
could realize what had happened, we were 
thrown over five seats and alighted on a 
cushion and neither of us were injured to any 
extent.

J. G. Ruffer,a New Yor insurance agent, 
was badly injured about the head and breast. 
He said: ‘‘I was in the third car from the 
end of the first section and was asleep when 
the accident occurred, I was awakened by 
the awful crash and almost instantly was 
struck by a heavy timber which hel 
down. In some manner, which I cannot ac- 
count for, I extricated ‘myself and crawled 
out of the window. The night was ve dark 
and the cries of the injured rent the air in a 
most shocking manner,’’

TRIPLE ALLIANCE GOLD SECURES JEAL- 
OUSLY GUARDED SECRETS. 


An Intercepted Letter Lays are the 
Treachery—Confession of the Culprit 
Extorted—All the ‘Fortifications to Be 
Changed—Death of Senor Matta—South 
American Matters-—Foreign News— 
Brief Cablegrams.

PARIS, June 25.—A clerk named Greiner, 
employed in the office of the Keeper-General 
of the National Archives, has confessed that 
in return for bribes paid to him by Germany 
and Italy he has supplied to the authorities 
of those countries plans of the coast defenses 
of France. It appears from Greiner's state- 
ment, which is apparently full and unre- 
served, thathe has furnished Italy full de- 
talls ofthe defenses on the Mediterranean, 
including the plans, so far as completed, for 
additional fortifications to protect the har- 
bor of Toulon, concerning which the Italian 
navalauthorities have evinced great inter- 
est. Germany paid Greiner liberally for the 
plans of the defenses of Cherbourg, Havre 
and Brest. 

The revelation of Greiner’s treachery has 
caused great consternation at French head- 
quarters, as the most jealous care has been 
preserved to prevent foreigners from taking 
sketches, either of the interior or the coast 
defenses of France, and the military and 
naval authorities, as well asthe police, are 
under strict instructions to be vigilant in 
enforcing the regulations in this respect. 

It appears that espoinage has of late been 
so dificult thatthe war and admiralty off- 
cers at Berlin and Rome have nearly aban- 
doned that method as fruitless of satisfac- 
tory results and addressed themselves strict- 
ly to corrupting a subordinate who had all 
the plans within reach. Suspicion has been 
airected toward Greiner for some time, but it 
was not until within a few days that suspi- 
cion became certainty. 

It is understood thatan intercepted letter 
from Berlin gavethe French authorities the 
proof for which they have been looking, 
Greiner was at once arrested and subjected 
toa severe examination. He was told that it 
rested with the authorities whether he should 
be prosecuted on a charge of treason aud 
brought to the guillotine, or should be prose- 
cuted on the milder charge of revealing State 
secrets, witha term of imprisonment asa 
penalty. 

Greiner broke down, and although, it is 
claimed, no promise was made to him to con- 
fess, he acknowledged the extent to which he 
had betrayed the interests of France to Ger- 
many and Italy, practically laying bare to 
those two countries the secrets which France 
has most jealously guarded. It is said that 
Gen, Berault, of the War Department, was 
called in during the examination and was so 
enraged at Greiner's confession that he could 
with difficulty be restrained from striking 
him with his sword. Itis stated thatthe 
plans for the improvement of Touion de- 
fenses will probably be changed and that al- 
terations will be made at other points so as 
to render Greiner’s revelations of as little 
value as possible to the triple alliance. 
While the French Government is indignant at 
the course of Germany and Italy in invading 
the very bureaus of the national administra- 
tion in order to receive information inju- 
rious to France, it is not IUkely that 
any remonstrance will be pre- 
sented, as the French themselves 
have recently proven in the case of an En- 
glishman named Hoddern to have paid sums 
of money for plans ofthe defensesof Malta, 
and to have offered more money for plans of 
Gibraltar. Besides it is well Known that 
numerous spies in the employment of France 
frequent the German garrisons near the 
frontier.

**is greatly interested in the Baker boat and 
considers that thé conjunction of the sub- 
marine craft with my torpedo will furnish all 
the requirements for a perfect destroyer. The 
combination furnishes all the deadliness to- 
gether witha minimum of risk which forms 
the element of assault, In Mr. Baker’s boat I 
feel confident that the problem has been sat- 
isiactorily solved. He has the first boat that 
has been made to rideon an even keel; its 
submerging powers depend ton large extent 
uponits propellers.

A Halt Called on Extravagance by the 
Council Fidancler—-The Oity Hall 
Stone Contract Likely to Be Nele 
Day Labor Thought Illegal—Fighting 
the Milk Bill. 


„Why is the Assembly paying no attention 
to the recommendations of the Grand- jury in 
providing for the city institut ions? was 
asked to-day of Nelson Cole, the chairman of 
the Council Committee on Ways and Means. 

'n show you why, said the Councilman, 
getting from his desk the report of Comp- 
troller John D. Stevenson, jast out. We 
have not the money. You see dy 
this report that in the past 
few years the money available’ for 
improvement and special purposes, out of 
which fund the appropriations for those ne- 
cessary changes at the hospitals and asy- 
lums would have to come, has been steadily 
decreasing. In 1988-89 the amount was $617,- 
069.32. For the current year the amount is 
$374,107.61. This is $243,000 less than in 1888-89. 
The Comptroller states that the increased 
revenue, during the last 
has been $423,458.45, and the 
increase of current expenses, $20,000. That 
is, the city’s expenses are increasing twice 
as fast as the revenue.

**Raising salaries and creating new 
offices,’’ said the Councilman. That is where 
the money is going.’’ 


Don’t Like the Milk Bill. 

There will be a fight on the milk bill before 
the House of Delegates by dairymen who 
don’t like its stringent regulations. Ihe Dill 
provides that no more dairies shall be estab- 


lished in the city in the territery bounded by 
Meramec street on the south and Grand ave- 
nue on the west and north, and all dairies 
wherever established must bave sewer con- 
nections. The office of Mi Inspector is 
abolished, and in its stead a city chemist fs 
appointed, with a salary of 52,500 a year. He 
is to have an assistant at $1,900 a 
year, and four inspectors of “dairies 
at$sia month. The office is to have wagons 
and horses. With this equipment the Dill 
directs the chemist to bring the standard of 
milk sold in the city up to 12.5 percent of 
solids, 3 per cent of this to be butter fat, and 
he gets power over the dairies that will en 
able him to enforce the law. He can not only 
inspect the dairies and order them to be kept 
clean and the cows to be well fed, but he can 
prosecute. 

Milk Inspector J. E. Sullivan says that he 
thinks thé bill will pass in spite of the op- 
position to iti. A good deal of educational 
work has been done in St. Louis in the last 
few years on the subject of milk, said he to- 
day, ‘‘and I think every member of the 
House understands very well what'we need 
now. This bill is in much better shape than 
the one that failedto pass sometime ago, 
and the committee will not havethe work on 
it that the first one demanded. Ifthe bill is 
passed we will have in another year the finest 
system of milk inspection in the United 
States.’ 

Ihe bill substitutes the office of City Chem 
ist for ilk Inspector, because the chemist is 
expected todo the work of a general food 
aialyzer. He will officially analyze vinegar, 
under the State Vinegar Inspection law, and 
this milk bill is to be followed by another 
providing for local reinforcement of the vine- 
gar statute through the chemist. ‘‘This 
office now does much general analyzing of 
food for the people gratuitously,’’ said In- 
spector Sullivan. ‘‘We analyze any kind of 
food that is brought to us by persons who 
— 2 that it is impure or aduiterated, We 
get lots of water and often canned meats, 
especially sardines,

FAVOR FEDERATION. 


Railroad Car Men Desireto Join Other 
Railway Employes. 


The Brotherhood of Railway Car Men met 
in convention this morning at Central Turner 
Hall. The first question brought up was the 
report of the Committee on Resolutions. This 
was discussed during the greater part of yes- 
terday’s session, the main point being the 
proposition to amalgamate with the other 
orders of railway employes. Nearly all were 
in favor of such amalgama- 
tion, the only question being to 
secure proper terms. Letters were 


received from the officials of other orders 
and laid before the meeting. The greatest 
difficulty inthe way of federation is said to 
be the attitude of locomotive engineers ana 
in a lesser degree that of the locomotive fire- 
men. Neither of these orders are willing to 
submit to the decision of a Board of Control 
composed of representatives of all railroad 
operatives’ organizations unless it is agreed 
that no strike shall be ordered except with 
the agreement ofall the trades represented. 
Correspondence nas led to a change in this 
respect. The officials of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Enwineers are willing to allow 
each organization to act for itself in deciding 
whether or not a strike shall be ordered, 
but object to having the other orders in- 
volved unless each desires tojoin. Buta 
central grievance committee, to which dele- 
gates from each order shall be — 1 — 
will not, it is belleved, meet with any op 
ition. After discussing the matter ally 
it was agreed toadopt a resolution favoring 
federation on such terms as might be mutu- 
ally agreed upon and the Executive Commit- 
tee was authorized to correspond with the 
committee of the other unions and arrange 
fora meeting to perfect the organization. 
No federation can be made at once, asthe 
matter must be referred by the officers to the 
different orders. A resolution was adopted 
establishing a General Grievance Committee, 
to which ali questions involving the declara- 
tions of strikes by local committees must be 
referred. A committee was also appointed 
to draw up vg for the changes in the con- 
Stitution and by-laws that might become 
necessary in case the plan of amaigamation 
was adopted.

“CRANKS WHO WRITE OPERA. 


Nine-Tenths of Their Work Deals With 
Poligamy in the South fea Islands. 


New YorK, June 1.— There are compara- 

pork few managers who produce opera, and 

for that reason they are flooded with an 
amount Of manuecript that would appal the 
ordinary theatrical manager. 

Mr. Barton of the Casino receives as many 
scores Of opera in all stages of incomplete- 
ness as any one man in America. Chatting 
on the subject, he said: ‘‘We have about 
three operas offered us every week, which is 
probably the total output of the country, for 
they all come to us first. Only last week a 
lank, tall young man came in with an origi- 
nal opera he wished produced immedi- 
ately, and insisted that I read it. This 
I declined to do, as the manuscript 


appeared to be endless, but I treated him po- 
litely, and asked him to tell me the plot, 
which he did. It dealt with a very bad man, 
who committed a crime and fied from 
America. He saliledaway and was wrecked 
ona South Sea Island, where he married all 
the marriageable women and became king. 
One day he was horrified tosee an American 
gunboat in the distance. It bore down on the 
islandandthe crew landed. Almost dumb 
with terror the ¢riminal discovered that there 
were two detectives aboard in search of him, 
but they did not recognize him in the dis- 
guise of a native South Sea Islander, although 
they told him whom they were after. The 
bold, bad man allowed them to fall in love 
with two of his wives, whom he divorced 
from himself in order that they might marry 
them, and then the detectives, as his sub- 
jects, were in his power, and, of course, the 


opera ended. 
I asked the 


** “What 
young man. 

Oh, I havo written that,’ he replied. 

Nou understand music, then?’ 

Oh, no, but I whistled the tunes tothe 
organist of our church and he wrote them 
out.“ 

Does he understand orchestration?’ 

„On, yes, he has been our organist in 
Sandwich for twenty-five years.’ 

‘*Sandwich isa small town on Cape Cod. 
Ithasa population of some two thousand 
people, whose we industry is shipping 
sand from which glass lamp-shades are 
made. The young man informed me that he 
had come all the way to New York to have his 
opera produced, and seemed offended be- 
cause I would not promise to produce it at 
once. 

It's a strange fact that nine-tenths of the 
operas we receive have their scenes laid in 
some South Sea Island, While we produce only 
modern American opera now. Some time 
ago,when acrobatic entrances were the rage, 
a young man ona New York paper came in 
with an opera which he was sure would create 
a great success. His scenes were laid in 
Hawali, and the opening scene was to be a 
cane brake on the seashore. The canes were 
to be constructed of rubber and sprinkied 
with salt water, and as the curtain rose a 
force pump we have on the stage was to send 
a Diast of air over the reeds and out into tne 
audience, thus giving them a sensation of 
really being at the seashore. 

**Sqgmetimes women come in, and then 
there is trouble. When ‘Poor Jonathan’ 
Was running a lady came in with an opera 
which by force of will power she induced me 
to glance through. It was a modern dress- 
suit opera of to-day, and when I asked her if 
I had not seen something ofthe kind before, 
she fired up and departed, A few months 
later when ‘Apollo,’ an ancient Grecian 
opera, was running at the Casino, back 
came the lady with a new opera. ‘Have I 
not seen something of this kind before?’ I 
again remarked. ‘No, sir,’ she sald, and left 
itwith me. It was the identical libretto she 
had presented before as a modern opera, 
with the names of the characters ruled out 
with blue ink and Grecian names written in 
withred. She had put the time back 2,000 
years. 

In the mass of manuscript about the of- 
fice this valuable contribution was mislaid, 
and its indignant owner threatened a suit for 
damages, and! believe took legal steps, but 
~~ Ped fished it out one day and returned 

Digby Bell said: ‘‘Every few days some one 
comes to me witha new opera, but I always 
tell him that my contract with ur. Smith for- 
bids my reading any manuscript whatever 
for the next three years, but if this doesen’t 
getridof himand he still insists that his 
opera is great Ioffer to produce it for three 
nights if he will put up the money for the 
scenery and costumes, andif it is the success 
he saysit will be IVIll keep it on and refund 
his expenses, Asthe expense ofa production 
amounts toabout $10,000the man with the 
lipretto usually goes. 

Once in Brooktyn two fellows found their 
way to my cressing- room. The librettist in- 
formed me that he hada great opera and 
that his friend had written music to it that 
the author of the ‘Tar and Tartar’ could 


about the music?’ 


in his work and assured me that his friend 
had writtena libretto that for humor and 
literary worth was far ahead of anything in 
comic opera. 

‘*Twiceas many people would come to see 
that opera as came to the ‘Tar and Tartar.’ ’’ 
Every Keek, said De Wolf Hopper.“ 1 re- 
ceive 600 additional verses to my songs, An 
Elephant on His Hands’ and ‘The Man in the 
Moon.” Some of them are good, butifI used 
one of them it would involve a lawsuit with 

the composers of ‘Wang.’ 

A few nights ago I recetved eighty-one 
sheets of closely written foolscap. It wasa 
letter giving the scenario of an opera and 
winding up with a request fortwo passes. Of 
course I dtd nothing to encourage the com- 
poser to enter the theater. 

Once I tried to be polite to a woman who 


came well recommended, and insisted on 


reading her libretto to me and playing the 
music on my plano. It was the worst three 
hours I ever spent. 

One opera Offered me contained seventy- 
six speaking parts, and the sentleman who 
wrote it had probably never seen a stage in 
his life. One side of the stage was supposed 
to be bathed In sunlight while the other was 
buried insnow. Every few minutes there 
wasaclimatic change. The scene was laid 
in a minine camp,and the book told the 
story of a labor axitation, About fifty In- 
dians would rush on the stage, then as many 
miners, then squaws innumerable. A cyclone 
was featured, a conflagration, one or two 
floods, a rainbow and an earthquake fol- 
lowed "each other in quick succession.’’ 

Francis Wilson was loathe to abuse those 
who submitted their a for his approval, 
yet he could nnd no words in their praise. 
es, he said, I receive a great many 
scores of opera, but the people who write the 
lines and verses never think of supplying the 
music; they consider that a mere detail 
which any orchestra leader can add in at the 
last moment. 

Nins out often operas offered me have 
their scenes laidinthe West. I don’t know 
why, but everyone seems to think that the 
Indian is the most poetical creature in mod- 
ern literature. Ihave never found him 80. 
Sometimes some one does send in a manu- 
script with the music written in, Dut the 
sons are all famillar. The composer visits 
‘The Lion Tamer,’ a few of the airs catch 
his ear, he goes home and unconsciously 
nnn of the tunes he had 

eard, 

*‘*some day some one will bring in a great 
opera, but it willhave to be built up with 

catchy music, new jokes and pretty girls. 
Comic opera is not born all at once, it is de- 
veloped, andthe manager who knows just 
what parts to develop in accordance with the 
peculiar tastes of the different cities the 
company visits, is the man who will build up 
the reputation of the com poser. 

‘*Give me an opera with twenty pretty 
girls in the chorus and half adozen catchy 
airs, andI have several hundred librettos 
from which to select my dialogue.’’

TOM RIDDLE, KING OF THE RUSTLERS. 


A College Graduate, But Not a Very Ro- 
mantic Desperado. 


From the San Francisco Examiner. 

Among the rustlers of the present day Tom 
Riddle stands pre-eminent. Tom Riddle is 
not supposed to be his name, but it is the 
name he goes by in this country, the one he 
is known by, and the only one he will answer 
to. Tom Riddje comes nearer realizing the 
ideal picture of the thief and desperado 
met in novels than any of the gang who have 
ever left the country or died with their boots 
on. All of the others have been, and are, 
dirty, ill-favored and ill- mannered, and in 
whom, to paraphrase Shakspeare, the ele- 
ments were so mingled as to give the world 
assurance of a horse-thief. 

In Riddle, however, the rule is reverse‘. 
He is said to be a graduate of an Eastern col- 
lege. At any rate he keeps a toothbrush and 
has his shirts changed occasionally. He 1s 
of fine appearance, and Is, in short, a typical 
crook as we see them in yellow- backed fic- 
tion. And yet there is nothingof the Dick 
Turpin or Claude Duval style about him. He 
is like all other horse thieves in his methods, 
doing his work at night and having his home 
in some seciuded and unknown place of 
which the vigilantes know nothing as yet. 
About all that has been seen of him is when 
he 2 at some station along the Union 
Pacific road as the head of a gang which is 
driving a herd of stolen stock for shipment 
East. 

On all such occasions the gang gets out of 

town as quickly as it came, without attempt- 
ing to * it. Usuaily on such occasions 
the drive is madeto bringthe herds to the 
track after dark and as short atime before 
the eastbound freight arrives as possibile. 
Usually there is notime left for ascertaining 
the real character of the shippers, and even 
were sucha discovery made itis not likely 
that it would resultin anything, for the rus- 

tiers are always heavily armed on suchex- 
peditions and would fight to the last man 
rather than surrender either themselves or 
their dishonest holdings. 

They know from past experience that once 
in the hands of the honest people of this re- 
gion they would meet a swift retridution for 
the long series ofcrimes perpetrated by them 
and their kind for years past, 

Tom Riddle is said to be already rich from 
the proceeds ofhis many midnight raids and 
shipments. Itis about time for him to go 
East and become a deacon. That will bea 
more agreeable rise in the world than the one 
he will get if he stays here much longer.

Knights of the Pigskin Who Were 
Successful at the Fair Grounds, 


SOME REASONS FOR THE NUMBER OF 
INFERIOR RIDERS IN THE WEST. 


Young Millionsire Spreckles Will Run a 
Stud—Winning Owners at Latonia— 
Buck Ewing’s Prestige as a Captain 
Fast Fading—O’Brien and Fitzsim- 
mons Will Fight. 


The St. Louls Jockey Club’s Combined 
Spring and Summer meeting was brought to 
a close yesterday, after a total of forty-eight 
days’ continuous racing. During this time 
$150,000 has been distributed in purses and 
stakes, and it is hardly necessary to state 
that some excellent sport resulted. The class 
of horses that participated in the purse and 
small handicap events has been hardly up to 
the class that heretofore have run here. 
This was due to the clashing of dates with 
the Louisville, Lexington, Nashville, Latonia 
and the two Chicago Jockey Clubs, the result 
being that the best horses were divided up, 
instead of as in former years gathering to- 
gether and holding forth for a certain 
length of time at each of the big meet- 
ings. The scarcity of first-class riders at 
this point which caused so much disappoint- 
ment was also due to the same cause. In the 
stake and big handicap races, however, St. 
Louis can boast of having seen some of the 
greatest flyers in the West. At few other 
meetings have such great performers as 
Aloha, Chief Justice, Wightman, Oregon 
Eclipse, Virge d' Or, Tim Murphy, Guido, 
Pescador, Helen Nichols, King Lee, Quiver, 
Falstaff and Bo Peep been running regularly. 
In fact, every important race that has been 
run, with the exception of the Gasconade 
Stake, has brought out a magnificent field. 

The riders, however, were never equal to 
their mounts, and this was one great draw- 
back all through the meeting. With the pos- 
sible exception of McCafferty, Jordan, Taylor 
and Butler, none of the jockeys who have 
Deen riding here can be classed any better 
than with fair second raters. Taylor at one 
time during his career ranked with the best 
riders in the business,but of late he has been 
doing miserable work. He is down to ride to- 
day in the American Derby at Chicago, and 
It can be relied upon that if he makes an 
exhibition of himself as he did here 
last Thursday something is going to drop. 
Those who ought to know claim that George 
still has good stuff in him, and it is to be 
hoped that he will pull himself together and 
repeat the work he has done in former years, 
which gave him the reputation he once had, 
about all he can lay claimto at present. 
The best work that has been done herein the 
saddie during the meeting has been done by 
McCafferty, who has the largest percentage 
of winning mounts. While he has had the 
advantage of riding the best horses, his 
riding has been admitted by all to have been 
of the gilt edge order.

MUST HAVE PASSES. 


The Cemetery Boards Forced to Take Ac- 
tion Against the Crowds. 

The managements of Caivary and Bellefon- 
taine Cemeteries have already begun to see 
the effects of the new car line recently ex- 
tended to their gates by a largely 
increased influx of visitors. The car 


line which runs along Florrisant avenue pass- 
ing immediately by the west entrance to 
Bellefontaine Cemetery and extends to the 
gates of Calvary,a short distance beyond, 
was completed about three weeks 
ago, but already the crowds have been 
so large at both burial grounds, espectally on 
Sundays, that steps have been inaugurated 
to enforce more stringent rules and regu- 
lations. 

The Secretary of Calvary 
been kept in a rush during the en- 
tire week, and has needea the 
ald of assistants, issuingto applicants tickets 
of admission to this cemetery. This system 
was in vogue with the management years 
ago, but after a time was dropped 
as it was deemed unnecessary for the 
protection of the graves and the premises. 
The vast increase in the number of people 
seeking admission, however, since the car 
line was completed has caused it to be re- 
Vived, as, acccrding to the secretary, many 
improper characters, loafers and hoodlums, 
had come to consider the burial grounds asa 
place where they might congregate 
for recreation and to while away 
Idle hours. There have also been numer- 
ous complaints lately from the relatives 
and friends of the dead, of graves being dese- 
crated, flowers being plucked, and an exhi- 
bition of unseemly and boisterous conduct 
unbecoming those who sit a ceme- 
tery. To remedy this evil there was 
but one alternative, and that to require all 
visitors, relationsand others to present a 
ticket of admission at the gate signed by the 
secretary. 

The old 


Cemetery has 


system was therefore re- 
vived by the Calvary Cemetery 
last Sunday. Persons owning alot in the 
cemetery or having relatives buried there 
have only to call on the Secretary and 
satisfy him of that fact and they 
issued a family ticket. This 
is good to pass all members of the immediate 
family ofthe dead. The best proof of right 
to such tickets, where lots are owned, is to 
produce the deed to same, or else designate 
the number, section, etc. In the event of an 
absence of this knowledge the applicant is 
required to give the names of relatives and 
date of burial. Strangers and vis! 
tors who desire to visit 
the cemetery are issued a 
single pass ticket, at the Secretary’s discre.- 
tion which is taken up at the gate. Other 
tickets are good for all time unless 
forfeited. A single ticket 
will admit as many of 
the family as accompany the holder. It Is 
also transferable to members of the family to 
whom it is issued. 

Mr. Samuel Copp, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Bellefontaine, said toa Post-DISPaTCH 
reporter this morning that he, too, had had 
some complaints recently, but, as he had 
always been Issuing tickets, he would haveto 
ook to other means of remedylogthe situa- 
tion. 

The crowds have been larger recently 
than ever before, he said, and the graves 
have not only been desecrated to some ex- 
tent and the grounds abused, but in some 
cases visitors have actually carried off pots 
ot flowers. I don’t remember to have ever 
refused anyone admission to Bellefontaine 
but lam thinking very seriously just now of 
making an example of somebody if com- 
plaints continue to come in.
